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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1. In papers filed on October 14, 2004, applicant amended claims 1-12. 

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant's arguments filed on October 14, 2004 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. Applicant argues that prior art, Maniwa does not disclose the limitations of the 
amended claim for outputting a processing result of processing associated with a designation 
button, thereby executing processing in accordance with the verification result based on the 
processing result. Furthermore, Maniwa does not disclose or suggest a controller that cancels 
information read by the scanner when cancellation of second processing is instructed after 
executing first processing, and which the controller executes the second processing when 
execution of the first processing is instructed. Examiner disagrees and submits the following 
rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 



4. Claims 1, 3, 5, 7, 9 and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Maniwa (US patent 5,764,866). 
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Regarding claim 1, Maniwa discloses an image processing apparatus comprising: 
a scanner 14 which reads an image from a document; 

a designation button which associates first processing in which an image of a document is 
read by the scanner with second processing performed with respect to the image read by the 
scanner; 

an input section (touch panel 18) which sets output contents in association with the 
designation button, based on which the information read by the scanner in the first processing is 
printed by a printer; 

a controller which controls execution of the first processing and second processing preset 
for the designation button when the designation button is operated (column 16, lines 1 1-39); and 

an output section which outputs the information read by the scanner in the first 
processing to the printer in accordance with the output contents which are set by the input section 
means, when the first processing and second processing preset for the designation button is 
executed by the controller (column 15, lines 40-51), 

wherein the controller cancels the information read by the scanner when cancellation of 
the second processing is instructed after executing the first processing, and the controller 
executes the second processing when execution of the second processing is instructed (column 
15, lines 52-54). Repeating scan operation if the first scan image is inappropriate is inherently 
equal to canceling the print operation. It would also be inherent that if rescanning is not required 
that means that scanning is done satisfactorily and printing operation will be completed 
according to the scan file. 
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Regarding claim 3, Maniwa discloses an image processing apparatus according to claim 
1, wherein said input section includes a setting button used for confirming whether or not the 
second processing performed with respect to the image read by the scanner should be continued 
after the image that is read by the scanner under control performed by the controller is output 
(column 1 7, lines 49-52). 

Regarding claims 5 and 9, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 1, are 
applicable. Maniwa also discloses a digital copier 4, which also has printer for forming image. 

Regarding claim 7 and 11, arguments analogous to those presented for claim 3, are 
applicable. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

5. Claims 2, 4, 6, 8, 10 and 12 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base 
claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of 
the base claim and any intervening claims.
